Editor, SEE, 

I write to praise your publication 
for printing the cover of the Dec. 19 - 
25, 2002 issue and for running the 
letter of protest written by Gerard 
McLarney in which he states that

There was a time in history, just a 
century ago, when America actually 
was in danger of being overrun by 
outside invaders. But sorry, Jack, a 
comparatively tiny bombing on a 
Hawaiian harbour and knocking 
two buildings over just doesn’t cut 
it. In the canticle of suffering the 
U.S. has had written in its name 
worldwide, the attacks on its shores 
are invisible. And, um, which coun- 
try is it that actually used nukes in 
battle again?

His second album, Wise and 
Otherwise was released in April of 
2002 to critical and popular acclaim 
along with strong sales. 

Like many overnight success sto- 
ries in the music business, this one 
was really years in the making. Born 
on the Isle of Man, Manx immigrat- 
ed to Canada as a child. Seeing 
Buddy Guy and Junior Wells per- 
form at a café on Yonge Street in 
Toronto got the then 15-year-old 
Manx hooked on the blues. “Within 
a short while I was playing guitar 
and harp... [had a gig doing sound 
at the El Mocambo in the ‘70s and 
got to work with Muddy Waters 
and a host of blues heavyweights. 
Eventually I went back to Europe 
and played blues in the cafes and 
bars for about ten years.” 

Inspired by a recording made by

to India to study under the master of 
slide guitar for most of the ‘90s and 
began to mix blues with Indian 
music. “The mix came about almost 
accidentally... I'd be playing a raga 
with Vishwa Mohan Bhatt and his 
sons and would slip in some blues in 
the middle of it. They thought it was 
hilarious, but after playing some of 
this type of music for my friends in 
Canada it was apparent that there 
was something that struck a very 
deep chord with people.” 

Manx settled in Salt Spring Island 
in 2000 and shortly after sunk his 
entire life savings into the recording 
of Dog My Cat. “People told me not 
to do it, but ] wanted to give it a 
good shot.” His instincts have 
proven sound. He's got a full tour- 
ing schedule with shows in Canada, 
Germany, Belgium and Australia all 
coming up before festival season this 
summer and a new album, Jubilee, 
featuring Toronto based guitarist 
Kevin Breit, should hit the shelves in 
the next month. “For Manx fans”, he 
says, “It’s a little different, a little 
jazzier than you might expect, that’s 
Keyin’s influence, but I'm very 
happy with it; with a little luck we 
may have some copies available for 
our trip through Alberta.” 

Opening for Manx Friday night is 
No Guff. The group features extraor- 
dinary guitar playing, courtesy Dan 
Tapinala, with John Rutherford on 
guitar and vocals and John Hyde on 
bass. Their debut disc made it toa 
number of “Top Ten” lists for 2002, 
for obvious reasons. It’s impossible 
not to smile when listening to its mix 
of acoustic old-time blues and origi- 
nals, and you can expect that same 
joy to find its way to the stage Friday 
night.

Wrapping up the Rev 


Unveiling Project Infinity 


REV GRAND FINALE 
ROCK’N’ ROLL, IT SEEMS, IS COM- 
ING out of retirement this weekend 
at the Rev. 

That may be a bit of an overstate- 
ment, seeing as how many of 
Alberta’s most successful bands of 
the past decade are still plugging 
away, albeit in slightly different 
forms. The James T. Kirks made way 
for Les Tabernacles, members of Pal 
Joey joined Old Reliable, and 
Calgary’s Fire Engine Red split grad- 
ually into National Dust and 
Thousandsticks. 

Thursday through Saturday, the 
Rev’s stage will be crowded with 
bands whose members haven't seen 
or spoken to one another in years. 

“I’m so happy that so many bands 
cared so much to get their shit back 
together,” says the Rev’s entertain- 
ment and pr omotions manager 
Brent Oliver. “With a lot of these 
bands, there’s still some bad blood 
within them.” 

Oliver will be doing double duty 
himself, playing keyboards for old- 
school faves Pal Joey, as well as res- 
urrecting the liquor-drenched lo-fi of 
Slow Fresh Oil. 

He was overwhelmed by the 
immediate groundswell of support 
from Edmonton’s independent 
music community, and while there 
are a number of bands who aren't 
re-forming (Oliver's wish-list includ- 
ed The Imagineers, Soft, and Hippy 
Chick), he’s stunned by some of the

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thumbs-up he got. 

“The biggest (surprise) for me was 
Pal Joey. Trent Buhler’s not been 
very public since he got married and 
moved to Mundare.” 

Oliver pauses, then says, “He 
owns an ice cream truck now.” 

For many of the bands, a chance 
to get back into the rehearsal space 
has rekindled interest in their previ- 
ous projects. 

Christine Chomiak, who now 
plays guitar for Pangina, is excited 
about bringing her former band, 
Lurch, back to life after almost a 
decade of retirement. 

“With Lurch we were always kind 
of mean and gross and dirty, and it’s 
fun to do that again, | mean, we had 
asong called ‘Fist Me With Your 
Wristwatch On.’ I was typing out 
the lyrics again on my computer and 
I was thinking, ‘Oh my God, I’m 
going to have to sing this!’” she says. 

Former Brewtals guitarist Bobby 
Brewtal is not as sanguine about one 
last night at the Rev, and cautions 
against fans expecting a well-pol- 
ished rock machine. 

“No, (On Friday) they're gonna 
get a slice of classic Brewtals. We 
don’t have any new material, 
though. Hell, I don’t think I've even 
changed my guitar strings since the 
last time we played.” 

Oliver is saddened by the loss of 
another Edmonton live venue, but 
remains focused on the business side 
of things right up to the very end. 

“It’s gonna be a tough day on 
Saturday. A really tough day. 
Hopefully all my staff shows up.” 

The last slate of shows at the Rev 
begins Thu, Jan 9, and runs through to 
Sat., Jan 11 (See Listings on page 26 for 
a complete list of performers).

FOR PERHAPS THE FIRST TIME EVER, 
Edmonton audiences will get to 
hear the music of Wolfgang 
Amadeus Mozart performed as 
perhaps Mozart himself heard it 
played by a small chamber orches- 
tra, The next concert of Grzegorz 
Nowak’s Metamorphosis concert 
series is dedicated exclusively to 
the music of that master composer, 
and will be delivered by a chamber 
orchestra of up to 24 musicians. 

Plus, there will be another diver- 
sion from the usual at this perfor- 
mance. Usually, in a symphonic 
concert, a soloist.performing one or 
more works for his or her instru- 
ment, with a major symphonic 
work after the intermission, fol- 
lows the overture. At this concert, 
there will be two soloists, each one 
performing a work very different 
from the other. 

The concert will open with the 
Overture from the opera La Finta 
Giardiniera, K.V. 196, one of 
Mozart's early operas recently — 


who has studied with Yoko Wong, 
James Keene and briefly with 
Martin Riseley, and who has been 
a student at the Curtis Institute in 
Philadelphia for the past three 
years. This will be her first solo 
appearance with an orchestra in

THE MUSICAL SCALE, AS WE KNOW 


it, was developed by a fellow named 
Werckmeister. His scale organizes 
the notes into octaves, with sharps 
and flats in between. But sound 
often confounds this easy organiza- 
tion, as students of music theory 
learn early on, necessitating the exis- 
tence of theoretical impossibilities 
and exceptions once these notes are 
composed together. Hungarian 
director Bela Tarr’s critically hailed 
Werckmeister Harmonies picks at 
those ruptures, to see what happens 
when things start to fall apart. 

It all centres around a stuffed 
whale. In a small Hungarian town, 
announcements are posted herald- 
ing the arrival of a giant stuffed 
he accompanied by The Prince, 
a mysterious sideshow-act 
rumoured to be a dwarf with three 
eyes, 

Janos, who delivers the newspa- 
per, witnesses the town’s growing 
anxiety about the whale’s arrival. 


His Aunt Tunde rails about the 
impending chaos, calling for action 
against the curiosity seekers begin- 
ning to inhabit the town square. She 
leaves her husband, Gyorgy, a music 
theorist, to move in with the chief of 
police while she rallies support for 
her “Clean Town Movement.” 

Janos is also an astronomer, 
demonstrating the cause of a solar 
eclipse using drunk townspeople in 
the bar as stand-ins for the sun, 
moon, and earth. The mathematical 
precision of astrophysics contrasts 
with the standardized Werckmeister 
scales, which his Uncle Gyorgy con- 
siders to be an unnatural and imper- 
fect system, not true to natural 
sound. 

A natural phenomenon hemmed 
in by an artificial construct: possibly 
this is a comment on the political 
system, or of human nature. 
Nevertheless, it’s not a question of 
whether the inflammatory com- 
ments of The Prince cause the pre- 
dictable riots or merely the almost 
eager anticipation of trouble that 
leads to mayhem — the movement 
is so strong that most of its support- 
ers don’t even bother to see for 
themselves what is happening at the 
town square.

Once they overcome 
Fisher's unwillingness to talk, a gut- 
wrenching tale of abandonment and 
abuse is unleashed, then overcome 
through the support of his doctor, 
girlfriend and newfound family. 

It’s a touching piece, as evidenced 
by the occasional sniffling that could 
be heard at the press screening.

tunities. He finds himself suddenly 
desperate to make a connection with 
someone, anyone, and pours his 
innermost feelings out in a letter to a 
6-year-old boy in Tanzania who he 
sponsors through an organization 
that advertises on TV. 

In hopes of halting his daughter 
Jeannie’s wedding, he hits the road 
in a giant R.V. for a trip through that 
part of America nobody really cares 
about: Omaha. As in his best-known 
film, 1999s Election, director 
Alexander Payne tells the story 
through the eyes of his pathetic main 
character alone. Other characters are 
given life only through their interac- 
tions with idt as if they essen- 
tially don’t exist unless he’s in the 
room with them. Nonetheless, even 
the tiniest player is given a chance to 
become vivid, from the Jeannie’s 
mullet-head Neanderthal fiancé,

Washington shows promise as a 
director, although he still suffers 
from the actor's need to make every- 
thing about himself (check his last 
line in the movie), and occasionally 
slips into cheap sentimentality that is 
absolutely not required, given the 
the story and the strength of the cast. 

Fisher's smoldering rage is well- 
played by newcomer Derek Luke 
(you may recognize him from recent 
Gap ads), who balances the diffuse 
anger and distrustful appraisal of 
the abuse survivor with the mal- 
adroitness of an adolescent. The 
young boy (nameless in the press kit 
and on the film’s official Web site) 
who plays Fisher as a child is also 
excellent. 

The women of the piece don’t 
really have a lot of complexity to 
play with, but theyre game in their 
places. Actually, their place in this 
film is quite interesting. Recognizing 
that this movie is absolutely not 
about women — the important 
bonds here are masculine, and the 
challenge is growing into manhood 
positively — they are still strangely 
voiceless. Whether as embodiments 
of evil, or removed figures of aban- 
donment, or ideals of love, the 
women of Antwone Fisher exist not so 
much as characters as archetypal 


. foils. Obviously, no two-hour film is 


going to capture the complexity of 
motivations of all the figures of a 
lifetime, but when the living parent 
(who might potentially be able to 
offer some apology or reason for 
abandonment, if given the chance) is 
spurned in favour of the family of 
the dead parent (who obviously can- 
not justify his actions) it’s disconcert- 
ing. His biological mother takes the 
brunt of Fisher's resentment so that 
he can enjoy the fantastic — and fan- 
tastical — support and warmth of 
his dead father’s family. You can’t 
blame Fisher for choosing the well- 
off, well-adjusted, welcoming side of 
his extended family, but you do 
have to wonder what'll happen 
when the honeymoon reunion phase 
is over — after all, the film ends with 
the same fantasy that opened it. 
Cross your fingers that reality will be 
as good to Fisher.

COFFEE WITH MITCH 
MITCHELL STUART 


Self-published 


“VM NOT A COFFEE FREAK LIKE I 
make it sound,” says Mitch Stuart, 
cradling a big ol’ mug of the stuff as 
he discusses his new collection of 
java-soaked (literally) 


a bored, broke aspiring young 
Canadian artiste would come up 
with after three or four caffeinated 
hours in the local Tim Hortons. 
Well, whaddya know? 

“It was Tim Hortons that pretty 
much started me off, “ the 32-year- 
old Alberta College of the Arts grad 





coffeehouse sketches, 
“but if there was one 
thing that seemed to 
tie everything in this 
book together, it’s 
coffee. I can’t seem to 
be as creative at home 
anymore, with my 
art; | always have to 
go to a coffee shop to 
do it. I’m drinking 
coffee, I’m sketching 
people drinking cof- 
fee, and I’m using 
coffee as a wash, so 
there’s this whole cir- 
cle thing going on.” 

OK, so “freak” is a 
bit too harsh. But our 
culture’s mystical, 
almost erotic devo- 
tion to the dark & steamy bean sus- 
pension comes through on every 
page of Coffee with Mitch. Collected 
from eight years of sketchbooks, 
these candid, casual pen drawings 
washed with the many warm tones 
of various gourmet coffees of the 
world — river-mud brown through 
sepia to creamy yellow — combine 
the worlds of Art and Coffee in the 
most straightforward and literal of 
ways.

Using the stains of spilled coffee as 
a foundation, Stuart builds up a 
drawing, Rorschach-style, and the 


organically supple grotesques and 
eantastic iedinenee which result * 
are so much stronger than his life 
drawings it doesn’t even seem like 
the same guy. Say what you want 
about inkblots, but the Muse is 
where you find her. 

Coffee’s as good a place as any, 
and it seems to work for Stuart 
who, toward the back of his book, 
self-deprecatingly suggests that per- 
haps coffee has more imagination 
than he does. 

“1 think the fantastic stuff is in 
me, and it’s trying to get out,” he 
says. : 

“T have a good imag- 
ination, I come up with 
some interesting ideas, 
} but why is it that I’m 
not actually motivated 
% | to do that on a day-to- 

4 day basis? But then 
) when I pour some cof- 
fee on something, it 
stimulates me to do 
them.” 

He hauls open his 
big sketchbook to show 
me a virgin coffee 
stain, so fresh you can 
still see wet patches. 
“We have this great 
coffee at work right 
now. It’s outta this 
machine,” he says. “I 
don’t know what the 
difference is, but it’s a 
lot darker. It’s not even worth it to 
drink that stuff, either; it’s so thick. 
This French Vanilla stuff, it’s a dol- 
lar and it’s like this [universal hand- 
sign for ‘tiny’] big and it’s so thick 
and so sweet you can’t drink it. But 
when you pour some out, it’s a big 
mess.” 

With eight years of coffee-logged 
sketching now compiled in book 
form, what could be next? How can 
coffee be kept fresh and hot? What's 
the next frontier? Stuart isn’t so con- 
cerned. 

“People wonder, ‘what about 
beer stains?’ or ‘what about wine 
stains?’ or ‘what about soy sauce?’ 
And you know, I don’t think it 
would be the same. I could start 
doing that but then... I mean, I drink 
beer but I don’t go out and sketch 
when I drink beer. So the connec- 
tion isn’t really there.”

DoTheatr comprises the interna- 
tional component of Catalyst’s Blind 
Dates series. Following Paul 
Matwychuk’s reprisal of his one 
man Fringe hit, The Key to Violet's 
Apartment and in anticipation of 
Andy Jones’ To The Wall, Redfern 
feels that Upside Down shares with 
the other two productions the cre- 
ation of “excellent, fantastic work; 
they’re right at the top of what 
they’re doing. The whole idea of 
Blind Dates is to let the audience 
have that experience for themselves 
by presenting three shows within a 
series that are so very different. It’s 
exceptional to be able to do this.” 

Catalyst’s presence within the 
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Edmonton theatre community 
remains distinctive and continues to 
evolve. Stepping outside the struc- 
ture of a traditional production sea- 
son, the company has been commit- 
ted to the creation of ensemble 
pieces created over relatively long 
periods of time. The House of Pootsic 
Plunket and The Blue Orphan have 
brought Catalyst local and interna 
tional praise and, through their trav- 
els, “the opportunity of seeing a 
range of theatre encompassing a 
variety of styles and creation meth- 
ods.” Redfern feels a certain syn- 
chronicity between DoTheatr and 
Catalyst in that over time, they have 
each “developed their own style; one 
uniquely established by the compa- 
ny itself.” 

The inclusion of Upside Down in 
the Blind Dates series has been made 
possible (in part) by Duncan Lowe 
of the Vancouver East Cultural 
Centre. An additional booking in 
western Canada made the schedul- 
ing of DoTheatr affordable for 
Catalyst, and is one more example of 
how the company works beyond its 
immediate realm to enhance connec- 
tions between performer and audi- 
ence, and among artists, For Redfern 
“it’s really exciting to be able to 
share some of the incredible things 
we've seen while traveling our- 
selves.” 

The continuing exploration of the 
combinations and permutations of 
live performance signifies a strong 
commitment to the vitality of 
Edmonton as a-dynamic theatrical 
community. Despite successful ven- 
tures far from home, the company is 
devoted to creation through connec- 
tion, collaboration and Catalytic 
inspirations.

THE WORD “TAPAS” IS RATHER PRONE 
to abuse in its English application. 
Tapas refers to the Spanish tradition 
of small snacks served between meals 
to help working folks keep their 
strength up. The word itself literally 
means “covers,” thought to derive 
from the fact that these appetizers 
were served on top of a glass of wine 
to keep foreign objects and insects out 
or the fact that they’ re often served on 
small plates about the size of lids — 
take your pick. Typical tapas include 
things like cured ham and other sea- 
soned meats, spicy chunks of potato, 
cheese, olives, shrimp, gazpacho and 
the occasional bull's testicle, to name 
but a few. 

While there are various places to 
sample tapas in Edmonton, La He 
for instance, most places just use the 
word to jazz up the usual mundane 
bar food offerings with jet set connota- 
tions. And so it is with Devlin’s. 

Devlin’s is a smallish, dark martini 
enclave that used to be a pretty good 
pizza place. In the summer, their win- 
dows open onto Whyte allowing a 
glimpse of the good-looking clientele 
and the cultivated murkiness within. 
Nestled in among the flickering tea- 
lights that constituted most of the illu- 
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Jasper Ave 


mination in the bar, we set to survey- 
ing the menu. 

linsisted that everyone order one 
of Devlin’s famous martinis, prefer- 
ably one with a goofy name. Our first 
round featured a Dragon Fly (vodka, 
Blue Curacao, creme de cassis, cran- 
berry and lime juice), a Pineapple 
Bomb (vodka, Malibu rum, dash of 
pineapple), Liquid Heroin (vodka, 
Chambord Royal, cranberry juice, 
splash of pineapple juice) and my 
own selection, the Spicoli (Jack 
Daniels, Sour Apple and lime juice). 

The “tapas” menu was consider- 
ably less colourful than the drink side, 
featuring many of the usual deep- 
fried things (chicken fingers, calamari, 
nachos, skins, wings, sticks, ribs), 
some dips and a couple of salads. 
Patting our Christmas paunches, we 
decided to share a few lighter things: 
veggie quesadillas, a house salad and 
some hummus. The friend to my left 
ordered a French onion soup. 

First the good news: the veggie 
quesadilla ($8) was sizable, well-pre- 
pared and served with quality sides. 
Instead of a chintzy tortilla folded in 
half, two whole tortillas were grilled 
around a filling of mushrooms, pep- 
pers, cheese and tomato sauce, which 
made it big enough to share, It came 
mounded with sour cream and a 
sweet homemade salsa that packed a 
fiery aftertaste.

The menu boasts that Devlin’s 
hummus ($7) is based on a secret 
recipe. hope I'm not giving away too 
much by telling you the secret ingre- 
dient is cumin, which was abundantly 
evident. The hummus was coarse- 
blended, so the creamy substance of it 
is dotted with pebbles of chickpea. It 
was entirely edible, but unremarkable 
and a bit pricey for its size, 

Devlin’s Eden Salad ($6), a fancy 
name for a house salad with balsamic 
vinaigrette, looked more in line with 
its asking price. Unfortunately, the 
crispy romaine was liberally tossed 
with very wilted leaf lettuce — it actu- 
ally looked like fragments of a burst 
green balloon — and the diced toma- 
toes and mushrooms heaped on to it 
did little to disguise its lack of fresh- 
ness. 

The unqualified loser though was 
the French onion soup ($6), which did. 
very little to justify its cost. Most 
French onion soup is capped with 
bread and melted mozzarella. This 
medium-sized bowl had some cheese 
thrown into it that hadn’t completely 
melted when my friend stuck his 
spoon in, but this may be because it 
wasn’t very hot. Other than that, it 
was beef broth with lots of onions in 


it. 

At $25 for food alone — we spent 
another $50 on drinks — it was a little 
expensive for such indifferent plates. | 
could easily imagine myself returning 
to Devlin’s for the fancy cocktails and 
chill atmosphere, but based on this 
experience; I'd eat elsewhere before I 
show up. 

Maybe at a place where they serve 
tapas.

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Open eyes ease sex blues 


| OPENED MY EYES. 

It seemed such a simple thing. | wasn't 
even aware that | didn’t usually open my 
eyes while coming. But | realized it's a 
bit like sneezing — it’s actually hard to 
climax without closing your eyes, 

Truth is, since |'m so easily distract- 
ed, | usually close my eyes just to tune 
everything out and stay focused on 
what's happening in my body so | can 
get off. Opening my eyes as | was about 
to come seemed like asking for trouble. 

But it actually had the exact opposite 
effect. | had a toe-curler of an orgasm 
and | felt super connected to my guy. 

According to Dr. David Schnarch, 
author of Passionate Marriage. Sex, 
Love, and Intimacy in Emotionally 
Committed Relationships, only about 
15-30 per cent of couples open their 
eyes at all during sex, with roughly half 
of those folks closing them again during 
orgasm. 

As a result, says Schnarch, the sex a 
lot of people experience within long- 
term relationships is more like mutual 
masturbation than making love. 

And compromise is not the solution 
— unlike everything you've ever heard 
about relationships until now. 

Compromise means giving yourself 
up for the good of the marriage, which 
creates what he calls the “tyranny of the 
lowest common denominator.” The key 
is to embrace your individuality, which

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will lead to pride in self, thus increasing 
your sexual desire and interest in your 
partner. 

This is what got me hooked on 
Schnarch. Six years into my relationship 
— the longest I've ever gone with one 
person — my fierce need for ind 
dence has been fighting with my desire 
to be with the man I'm with. | was whin- 
ing to a girlfriend about this when she 
recommended Schnarch’s book. 

| get a lot of books about relation- 
ships, on how to keep passion alive and 
have mind-blowing sex until the day you 
die... blah, blah, blah. Most seem silly 
or contrived. |’m rarely this impressed, | 
pored over every page of this one. My 
guy, who's used to my stacks of sex 
books, toys and “test-drive” enhance- 
ment products, was less enthused. Can 
you blame him? Nothing says “Our rela- 
tionship sucks,” quite like having your 
girlfriend haul a self-help book into bed 
with her every night. But he agrees that 
Schnarch’s take on relationships is 
extremely hopeful, smart and honest. 
Even a perfectly happy couple could 


learn a thing or two. 

Here’s a gem: Schnarch believes sex- 
ual boredom, lack of interest, low desire 
d intimacy “problems” are not only 

inevitable over the long haul for any 
long-term committed relationships, but 
also good for them! 

These are not signs that you're 
“falling out of love” or that it's “over,” 
but that you need to confront some of 
the things that are stopping you from 
getting the kind of sex and intimacy you 
truly desire. 

Let's face it. Early in a relationship, 
just having sex is exciting. But once you 
settle into a sexual pattern, things get 


of attempting to diminish his/her impact 
on you.” 

Further, Schnarch feels that such 
“problems” between couples are a sign 
that the relationship is working. He 
describes relationships as people-grow- 
ing machines. | like this idea. | think, 
more often than not, once in a relation- 
ship, we let up on our own personal 
development. It’s like, “Whew, now | 
can coast...” 

Schnarch’s answer is something he 
calls differentiation, not to be confused 
with being a stubborn, self-centered 
boor in your relationship. Differentiation 
is about holding on to yourself so you

predictable and it’s hard and scary to 
change. That's why dysfunctional rela- 
tionships are so attractive. As long as 
you're kept constantly on edge, you feel 
drawn to the relationship. So what if it 
turns you into a complete basket case 
— at least it's always exciting, right? 

That's where we run into trouble, 
says Schnarch. 

“Sexual boredom isn't caused by 
indifference or emotional estrangement 
or lack of security to experiment,” he 
Says. “It's caused by your spouse 
becoming too important to risk his/her 
rejection. Indifference is the end result 


can actually be closer to your partner. * 

When we differentiate — rather than 
relying on our partner for validation or 
being dependent on them for positive 
feedback and comfort — we learn to 
soothe ourselves when we're feeling 
anxious or confused. 

But when we don't differentiate, all 
that emotional baggage gets hauled into 
bed and gets played out in the sex we're 
having (or not having). In many cases, 
we eventually avoid sex, or desire it 
less, because the sex we're having with 
our partner is, quite frankly, not worth 
wanting. 


Sex is a language, says Schnarch. 
“People always touch in ways that 
express who they are and how they feel 
about themselves and their partner. The 
minute details of your most intimate 
sexual behaviors and kissing and hug- 
ging are windows into our life history.” 

Schnarch talks about the difference 
between touching and really feeling the 
other person. Many of us go through 
the motions because actually feeling 
your partner can be intense, scary and 
just plain difficult. Though physical con- 
tact doesn't guarantee emotional con- 
tact. You can still reach orgasm, for 
example, but not necessarily find true 
connection. Schnarch encourages emo- 
tional connection through having all that 
physically hot sex and/or coming with 
your eyes open and really seeing your 
partner (and, sorry, this doesn’t mean 
just looking at their body as a visual 
turn on). Schnarch also suggests trying 
what he calls “hugging until relaxed.” 
To do this you hug your partner for 5- 
15 minutes until you are relaxed, stand- 
ing on your own, yet connected. 

| know it sounds kinda simple, even a 
little corny, 

But think about it. Why do most of us 
have sex in the dark or with our eyes 
closed? It's not because it's more 
romantic. Schnarch believes it’s 
because most of us find it a way of 
keeping intimacy during sex to a tolera- 
ble level. 

So, if you haven't tried it, take a peek 
next time you come. | guarantee it'll be 
an eye-opener.
